rit MLA Colleen Soetaert was 

once dubbed “the voice from 

hell” by a Tory cabinet minis- 
ter. And it’s easy to understand why. 
She’s loud, aggressive and, oh yes, a woman. Neither the hillbillies nor Bible 
thumpers on Ralph’s Team like that. They prefer demur, pliant pleasers and 
still shudder about the disastrous experiment of Dianne Mirosh in cabinet 

So the Tories were positively gleeful when Soetaert acc used 
Transportation Minister Walter Paszkowski during the last session of hold 
ing back money to improve a dangerous, narrow highw ay that winds 
through her Spruce Grove-Sturgeon-St. Albert riding west of Edmonton 

Paszkowski and Justice Minister Jon Havelock — cabinet's Beavis and 
Butthead — charged Soetaert with a point of privilege, snif fing that she had 
unfairly smeared the government's reputation and ability to do its job. 

A point of privilege is treated seriously and the lads were delighted to 
take an uppity woman to the woodshed to face a standing committee head- 
ed by Ralph loyalist Ron Stevens. The group is responsible for disc iplining 
MLAs who step too far over the line. Apparently the boys were slightly 
overzealous in their efforts to silence the “voice from hell.” Far from ¢ ring- 
ing, Soetaert seems delighted to be in Ralph’s kangaroo court. 

First, the highway has a slightly worse reputation than a rear-ended 
Pinto. Several people have been killed on it and the plain folks in Soetaert’s 
riding are understandably upset about the state of the pavement.

g»=Fourth, t the maximum punishment imposed by the committee — docking 
two weeks’ pay for Soetaert — would ensure her martyrdom and cinch her 
re-election. 

Now, of course, Ralph is rubbing his temples and trying to extract his 
court jesters from this political quagmire. Abject retreat seems like the 
most sensible path, although that is definitely the road less travelled with 
Havelock, Paszkowski et al. If Ralph’s Team doesn’t convene the privilege 
committee during the current legislative session, the charge will quietly 
drop. But Soetaert’s infuriating barbs will, no doubt, make backing down 
more difficult for cabinet’s alpha males. 

Ralph’s Team could make things easy on themselves and just fork over 
the money to improve the highway, which would minimize her victory. But 
the old boys aren't gracious losers.

he Athabasca University 
Tsun Association has fired 

the editor of the university 
newspaper, The Voice, over con- 
cerns it had with an article on hon- 
oraria paid to association mem- 
bers. And a national group repre- 
senting campus newspapers 
across the country says 
the move is just 
one of many 
controversies 
seen at student 
papers this year. 

In the Athabasca University 
case, the institution’s student asso- 
ciation fired Marcie Cook, editor 
of The Voice, in late October. 

“The students’ union was going 
to increase their own honoraria 
and she covered that story and, 
from what we understand, it was a 
matter-of-fact, objective news 
story and it covered both sides,” 
said Tariq Hassan-Gordon, presi- 
dent of Canadian University Press, 
a national co-operative of 52 cam- 
pus newspapers. 

“They were upset with the story 
— just the entire story idea — and 
as it was on its way to the printing 
press, they stopped the press . . . 
and fired her.” 

The student association later 
published the paper, including the 
article about honoraria rates, but 
the association also inserted an 
article of its own about other busi- 
ness the association was involved 
in, said Christine Heighes, vice- 
president of the Athabasca 
University Students’ Association. 

The association had some con- 
cerns about the article, written by 
Cook. Heighes said information 
about the honoraria payments was 
confidential and had been leaked 
to Cook; association members also 
wondered why Cook chose to 
write about a proposed change to 
rates of honoraria rather than 
other association affairs. 
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But Heighes said Cook wasn’t 
even fired. 

“She was relieved without 
cause, So it’s not ‘fired’,” Heighes 
said. “It had nothing to do with the 
newspaper.” 

Heighes added Cook was hired 
by the association in May to run 
the student newspaper, which is 
owned by the asso- 

ciation. The associ- 
ation’s editorial 
committee was 
supposed to decide on 

editorial content and tone and 
was supposed to meet and “proof- 
read the paper and check for 
errors,” but those meetings 
weren't held. 

“So there was a process there 
that wasn’t followed and that was 
a concern to the committee.” 

Cook could not be reached for 
comment. Hassan-Gordon said 
Cook had asked CUP to address 
the issue on her behalf. 

“Marcie was compensated for 
the dismissal and didn’t appeal it 
because she felt she didn’t want to 
work for them anymore, on the 
basis of the bad faith (she felt) 
they displayed,” he said. 

He added the situation is one of 
a handful of cases in which CUP 
was intervening because it 
appeared student politicians were 
interfering with editorial indepen- 
dence of campus newspapers with 
alarming frequency. 

“It was very similar to a number 
of incidents across the country; we 
felt it was part of a trend and we 
have been in the process of inter- 
vening on behalf of a number of 
papers across the country,” 
Hassan-Gordon said. 

The Manitoban, the student 
newspaper at the University of 
Manitoba, is under pressure from 
its student union, which wonders 
if it should continue to collect 
money from students to pay for 
part of the paper’s operation. 
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“They're putting the question to 
a referendum.” 

The student council at the 
University of Prince Edward 
Island has refused to ratify the rec- 
ommendations of its student news- 
paper's hiring committee. Hassan- 
Gordon said the council refused to 
hire a reporter, who wrote an arti- 
cle exposing the council’s viola- 
tions of its own constitution, as 
editor of the student paper. 

CUP is battling the University of 
Regina student union over the fir- 
ing of the editor of that university's 
hewspaper. CUP is raising funds 
for the former editor’s civil suit 
against the council; the council is 
taking legal steps to stop CUP 
from assisting the fired editor. 

“We feel the debate on campus 
is that local campus councils are 
trying to tighten the editorial slant. 
They are very fearful of any kind 
of criticism directed at them.” 

A split between national student 
council associations is part of the 
problem. One group, the Canadian 
Federation of Students, has a poli- 
cy regarding editorial interference 
but, Hassan-Gordon said, the 
group isn’t enforcing that policy 
“because it is afraid of offending 
its member campuses.” 

The other national group, the 
Canadian Alliance of Student 
Associations, has no policy on 
council interference with the edi- 
torial content of student papers. 

Hassan-Gordon said CUP is 
working with eight student news- 
papers across the country, helping 
them set up autonomous relation- 
ships with their councils. 

“We are helping with negotia- 
tions and laying down the ground- 
work of what a separation agree- 
ment is, so it is readiness, prepar- 
ing for the eventuality of prob- 
lems.” 

The University of Alberta stu- 
dent newspaper, The Gateway, is 
not a member of CUP.

And 
although he gave it all up to come 
to Edmonton and try his hand 1 
full-time musician, he didn’t give 
up on what he learned of the 
salaried lifestyle. 

“Most importantly, I got to see 
how other people are living their 
lives,” he said, adding that some 
musicians and artists, unfortunate- 
ly, find it hard to see how someone 
could derive any satisfaction from 
the nine-to-five life. 

Of course, he also learned about 
the unfortunate stereotypes on the 
other side of the coin. “I got a lot 
of exposure to the wealthier side 
of things,” he said. “And what do 
most of these professional people 
do in their down time? They’re 
supporters of the arts. Yet they 
shit all over artists, saying they 
need to get real jobs and not be a 
drain on the system.” 

In 1996, all of this weighed in on 
Walsh’s decision to relocate to 
Edmonton. In part Walk Through 
the Fire chronicles that process. 
And although it also explores a 
whole lot more of Walsh’s person- 
al side, including songs about love 
and about growing up in a house- 
hold directed by the Christian 
Science faith, Walsh suggests none 
of that would have happened had 
he not been going through a major 
life te ae. In short, no part of

About a year later, the Hovel 
relocated to its more infamous 
spot on the southwest corner of 
109 Street and Jasper Avenue, 
where it shared an old, dilapidated 
put cozy building with the Keen 
Kraft music store. 

“Jt was the only place that you 
could play that kind of music. 
Certainly, it was the only place you 
could go and play the blues,” 
Boddington said. 

Being located above a music 
store occasionally came in handy. 
“It was the perfect marriage. 
People would just cart stuff up the 
stairs for a PA system,” chuckled 
Boddington. 

*J got a guitar from Keen Kraft,” 
remembered Titcomb. “I was on 
my way up to the Yukon to do 
some work and when I got my gui- 
tar off of the plane, the neck was 
broken. I ran around and I went 
over to Keen Kraft and I played 
every guitar they had and I still 
play the guitar I got at the time.” 

Being located next to those CPR 
tracks made for some occasional 
weirdness, explains Boddington. 
Hot Cottage had a most eventful 
early morning after one late-night 
instalment of the Hovel’s leg- 
endary Thursday beer nights. 

“Those things would end at 
three o'clock in the morning. We 
were using (keyboard player) Bob 
Derkash’s van. We were hauling 
out and it was really late. Some of 
us had day jobs and we were dying 
to get home. A train came by and 
Dervish, having the keys to the 
van, said ‘T’ve always wanted to do 
this,’ and jumped this train. He 
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couldn't get off, the thing started 
to speed up, so we were standing 
stranded in the parking lot with 
this train carrying Dervish away 
across the river.” 

Edmonton was a magnet attract- 
ing folks like Hall and Titcomb for 
extended periods of time 

“At some point in that era,” 
explained Hall, his band “the 
Eyeball Wine Co. was based in To. 
ronto. Other times it would be 
based in Edmonton. It depended 
where the last gig was My spouse 
at the time would get really bored 
with the fact that we’d go into 
Edmonton, supposedly for a week, 
and end up staying for half a year 
But we were young and ¢ razy.” 

Titcomb’s Edmonton connec 
tion is pre-Hovel. He met singer 
Donna Warner of the Qu’Appelle 
Trio in Calgary in 1964. They hit it 
off, then went their separate ways 
— he to his home of Vancouver 
and she back home to Edmonton. 

“The next thing I knew, she 
shows up (in Vancouver) and she’s 
got Trevor Veitch playing guitar 
for her. One thing led to another 
and, before we knew it, we had 
this group called Three’s a Crowd. 
That was our connection to 
Edmonton. When we finished play- 
ing all the places we could play in 
B.C, the next logical place to go 
was Donna’s home town.” 

It’s satisfying to know all these 
folks are still around, still making 
music, expanding on a tradition. 

“At the time we were playing the 
Hovel, it was inconceivable that 
anybody would still be playing in a 
rock 'n’ roll band at age 30,” said 
Boddington, almost boastfully.

Giant step for Don Williams 


Country star’s shine has never really faded

is press kit describes it as a 
Heer hickory baritone, but 
pouring down the phone line 
from Giant Records’ Nashville HQ, 
singer Don Williams’ voice sounds 
more like the bowing of some 
great stringed instrument that has 
the power to shape words. And 
given the languid Texas drawl that 
delivers those words, it sounds 
like an instrument crafted to make 
country music. 

Williams was a fixture in main- 
stream country through the '60s 
with his vocal trio the Pozo Seco 
Singers. As a solo artist in the 70s, 
Williams had hits that included 
Believe in You, Love is on a Roll, 
and If I Needed You, a duet with 
Emmylou Harris that brought 
attention and much-needed royal- 
ties to an obscure Texas song- 
writer named Townes Van Zandt. 
A songwriter himself, Williams has 
had his work covered by Johnny 
Cash, Lefty Frizzell, Kenny Rogers 
and some guy named Eric Clapton. 

In recent years, during the 
ascent of the mainstream nose- 
music industry, Williams had kept 
a lower profile, though he released 
three albums in four years on the 
small American Harvest Recording 
Society label and continued to tour 
through North America, Europe 
and Africa. Then along came Giant 
Records and persuaded Williams 
to throw his trademark Stetson 
back into the ring. The result is his 
latest album, I Turn the Page, and 
a tour that brings his band through 
the Winspear Centre for 2:30 and 
7:30 p.m. shows Sunday, Nov. 22.

Mom, Dad... is everything a 


theatre experience should be, 
craftily reconciling style with sub- 
stance, fantasy with real emotion, 
light-hearted comedy with serious 
human concerns. Se why am I not 


telling you it’s the best thing you'll 
see on stage all year? The promise 
of the play is established early 
when we're introduced to the 
“realistic” story and its parodic 
fantasy subtext. Mark Gee (Jared 
Matsunaga-Turnbull), a 20-year-old 
Chinese-Canadian standing on his 
own feet for the first time, is the 
(excuse the pun) disoriented pro- 
tagonist. He feels oppressed by the 
expectations of his immigrant par- 
ents, who want him to become an 
acupuncturist like his old man and 
marry a nice Chinese girl. And he 
can’t bear the notion of telling his 
parents about Sally (Caroline 
Livingstone), the titular white girl 
with whom he’s fallen in love. 

In the fantasy realm, Mark is 
Agent Banana and Sally the Snow 
Princess, waging war against the 
nefarious Yellow Claw, the Asian 
menace bent on the domination of 
Western civilization.

The scenarios are expertly inter- 
woven. Sally’s awkward introduc- 
tion to Mr. and Mrs. Gee (Patrick 
Gallagher and Laara Ong) is inter- 
spersed with a torture sequence 
right out of a Fu Manchu serial, 
cued by lighting changes, fine 
comic performances and Peter 
Moller’s superb live percussion 
soundscape.

ty in the work they do, Mrs. Gee’s 
insular mentality is rendered more 
sympathetic as she manoeuvres 
through a city peopled with impa- 
tient strangers. Clever staging and 
powerful performances transcend 
the dimensions of the set.

t's not stars. It’s not Hollywood. It’s not The Playe) 
Js another Woody Allen movie. Despite the sheen 

of Hollywood and stars acting kind of like them 
selves, Celebrity is actually conventional Allen fare. 

Sure, there are musings and reflections on fame and 
stardom, but the main portion of the story focuses, as 
always, on the Woody Allen character's inability to be 
satisfied in a relationship with a beautiful, devoted 


woman. The celebrity stuff — that just adds flavor 

This time Allen’s not actually in the movie. Or 
rather, he is, but he’s played by Kenneth Branagh. 
Branagh plays Allen playing Lee Simon, a failing trav- 
el writer with crumbling ambitions. It’s an eerie 
replacement, as though Allen poured himself into a 
Branagh-shaped container. The look is different and 
the voice is different, but the mind, the neuroses and 
the gestures are pure Woody Allen. 

The replacement turns out to be a great move — 
the Woody Allen style seductions that are starting to 
look a little grim on Allen’s 60-plus persona look pret- y 
ty natural when done in Branagh’s much more roman- - fy 
tically plausible form. And Branagh 
isn’t just doing a Woody Allen impres- 
sion; it’s a far more impressive fusion 
of Branagh’s natural, boyish hapless- 
ness with Allen’s legendary neuroses.
